Control Laid in 
Commission's Lap 


Menlo Park official boards and 
commissions, in an unofficial con- 
clave Tuesday night, expressed 
the opinion the planning commis- 
sion is the most likely coordinat- 
ing agency to oversee master 
planning for the civic center area. 

The informal expression came 
at an informal meeting called by 
the city council, to which mem- 
bers of all city commissions—the 
planners, recreation commission, 
water commission, traffic safety 
commission, personnel board, and 
board of library trustees—were 
invited. 

Placement of a proposed library 
was discussed, along with plan- 
ning for the area as a whole. 


Steps to “master plan” devel- 
opment of the civic center start- 
ed several weeks ago, when the 
library commission undertook a 
study of plans for a new build- 
ing to be constructed on city 
property on a “lease purchase” 
basis. 


This was followed by discussion

the creek just south of the Palo

BILLS INTRODUCED 

Bills recently introduced in the 
state legislature would create a 
state highway extending Willow 
road to El Camino Real “in the 
vicinity of the Santa Clara and 
San Mateo counties’ line.” Menlo 
Park councilmen and_ planning 
commissioners have gone firmly 
on record as favoring the bills and 
would leave the actual decision on 
routing to the state engineers. 

The Palo Alto council, on the 
other hand, after earlier express- 
ing the policy that they favored 
the Willow-Sandhill link, have 
backtracked in the face of fears 
that the route might run through 
developed Palo Alto areas and 
involve condemnation of prop- 
erties there. ; 

Menlo Park already has set up 
an easement to the creek bank op- 
posite: Waverley street in Palo 
Alto, With the theory that the 
highway would cross the creek at 
that point and then follow gener- 
ally the route of Poe street and 
Palo Alto avenue.

Fire Commission

Of Old Building 


Menlo Park Fire District com 
missioners Monday night discussed 
moving Menlo Park’s original fire 
house to the site of their new 
headquarters station at Sante 
Monica avenue and Middlefiekd 
road, but todk no action. 

The building, erected at the turn 
of the century, originally housed 
the city’s first piece of fire equip 
ment—a hose wagon also still 
owned by the district. Commis 


ssioners have expressed the hope 


that the old building can be turned 
into some sort of museum of fire 
fighting impediments, and addec 
that it hoped that local residents 
can be interested in the building’s 
preservation. 

Meanwhile, the fire commis- 
sioners also learned, construc- 
tion of the new headquarters is 
proceeding on schedule, and the 
building should be ready for oc- 
cupancy by the end of March. 

The commissioners also: 

1. Received Fire District Chief 
Thomas F. Cuff’s annual report on 
district activities (summarized 
elsewhere in this isue of the Re 
corder); 

2. Heard a report from Cuff on 
an administrative school which he 
is attending along with other Pe- 
ninsula fire chiefs, under the aus- 
pices of the state department of 
education.

Valued at $150,000 


Menlo Park School District's 
Central school property is worth 
approximately $150.000, district 
trustees were told Monday night, 
in an appraisal of the property 
submitted by David Ingram.

Stanford university trustees are 
to meet today to consider official- 
ly the announced price of $1,170,- 
723 for which the government says 
it will sell 78.72 acres of Stanford 
Village land. ; 

Announcement of the govern- 
ment’s price came Tuesday—just 
on the Feb. 15 deadline announced 
from Washington last month. It 
means the government will sell 
the land—purchased for: about 
$920 an acre in 1943 — for a net 
selling price of $14,872.12 an acre. 


Knight Names

Menlo Park Mayor Charles P.

TRAFFIC ENFORCEMENT 

The greatest efforts of the 
force are directed toward the 
ever-increasing traffic problem— 
originating mostly on the town’s 
two most traveled thoroughfares, 
El Camino Real and Middlefield 
road. Under a program entitled 
“selective traffic enforcement,” a 
record is kept of accidents which 
enables the force to concentrate 
on the worst problems first. 

For instance, in 1954 it was 
found that speed was the primary 
cause of accidents, with the habit 
of following too closely and pass- 
ing at intersections rating second 
place as accident causes. 

These two “worst” violations 
are thus concentrated on by the 
department, as are the other 
errors of drivers, such as changing 
lanes uncautiously, driving on the 
wrong side of the road, and 
drunk driving. 

Statistics also revealed cer- 
tain interesting comparisons. 
Over the year Thursdays proved 
to. have the highest accident 
rate, with 23 accidents occur- 
ring on the average one, while 
Wednesdays were safest with 
only six. Surprisingly, weekends 
saw comparatively few highway 
accidents.

Ridiculous as it may be in details, the proposal of San Mateo 
County Engineer M. A. Grant for routing the Willow-to-Sandhill 
road extension. has performed one useful purpose. It has brought 
support from the Palo Alto city council. 

- Bit support for one specific route falls far short of the imme- 

diate vital need and misses the point altogether. 

What is of utmost urgency is for Menlo Park and Palo Alto 
to agree that connection of Willow to Sandhill is a must for the 
welfare of both communities, to agree that the bills now in the 
state legislature to create such a state highway must be passed. 
When that is done, it will be time to argue whether the road 
should go through Palo Alto or Menlo Park. 

Once given the problem, the state highway commission will 
work out the exact route for the best interests of the general 
publié.’ Since each community is convinced in its own mind that 
the other fellow’s land would make the best location, let each 
community, armed with its convictions, go all out to get the legis- 
lation enacted. 

While Palo Alto councilmen are letting details fog the picture 
and delay the main consideration, the same shortsightedness is 
holding back all-out support from some groups in Menlo Park.

Willow 
Plan a 
‘Mouse’

The mountain labored and 
brought forth a mouse. 

I believe that aptly describes 
the Willow Sandhill link propos: 
ed by the San Mateo county engi- 
neer’s office last week after some 
months of study. The plan was 
submitted to a group representing 
San Mateo county, Santa Clara 
county, City of Menlo Park, City 
of Palo Alto and Stanford univer- 
sity. 

The plan would solve the pro 
blem of getting from the Bay- 
shore highway to the Stanford 
university shopping center, and 
it would infringe on a minimum of 
City of Palo Alto jurisdiction. 
Aside from those accomplish- 
ments, it is hardly a shadow of the 
major east-west highway that 
planners tell us in needed in this 
area. 

This plan cuts of Willow road 
just above our reserved right-of: 
way for the Sandhill link, uses 
most of East Creek drive as a 
right-of-way, crosses from San 
Francisquito creek southerly of 
the Palo Alto tree, overpasses 
the railroad tracks and El Ca- 
mino and descends into the 
Stanford shopping center park- 
ing lot, connecting with Sand- 
hill road as extended by Stan- 
ford through their property. 

The plan fails in many respects. 

By keeping on the Menlo Park 
side of the creek, the rise neces- 
sary to give proper clearance of 
the railroad tracks (because the 
creek crossing is so close to the 
tracks at this point) produces a 
grade too sharp to comply with 
state highway standards. 

By keeping on the Menlo Park 
side of the creek the crossing of 
El Camino occurs so far north 
that there is no room for an in- 
terchange structure at El Camino, 
a defect little short of amazing in 
view of the major importance at- 


tached to this artery. . 


The location of the crossing is 
so far north that there can be no 
integration with Alma street to 
eliminate the railroad grade cross- 
ing there in order to get access to 
El Camino. Finally, the design} 
was on a 500 foot minimum radi- 
us curve, whereas the state mini- 
mum standard is 1000 feet. 

Another incredulous fact now 
becomes apparent. Stanford, 
with all its tens of thousands of 
acres, is setting ifs store build- 
ings back only 400 feet from El 
Camino, and a modern inter- 
change would begin its rise 600 
feet from the highway. A wing 
of store buildings extends to a 
point only about 350 feet from 
San Francisquito: creek. 
iFinally, the cost was placed at 
about $625,000. But land acquisi- 
tion cost in Menlo Park, estimat- 
ed at $50,000, is at least $100,090 
low without giving effect to the 
building which will take 
long ere this highway could be 
built. 

Summarizing, the plan is im- 
practical because it cannot get 
state financing as it fails to meet 
state minimum standards, because 
it cannot provide an interchange 
at El Camino, and because it 
makes no contribution to railroad 
grade separation. 

Alternatively, were the City 
of Menlo Park’s plan followed, 
which would cut across the west- 
ern half of the block bounded 
by Palo Alto avenue and Poe 
street and then proceed up Palo 
Alto avenue to El Camino, the 
route would have little curva- 
ture, the grade would be well 
within state standards, an inter- 
change at El Camino would be 
practical, and this highway 
could be used to get from Alma 
street to El Camino without risk 
of being struck by a friendly 
Southern Pacific locomotive. 

The right-of-way cost would be 
about $100,000 greater for this 
latter route, but then the one pro 
posed by the county engineer is 
just not in the cards. The big ob-| 
iection to the route favored by 
Menlo Park comes from 20 fami- 
lies in Palo Alto who would be} 
displaced by the project. 

However, the cloverleaf at Bay 
Shore highway and Willow road, 
which was agitated by Palo Alto 
and Stanford interests, caused 16} 
Menlo Park families to have to sell 
theor homes to the state, and con- 
fronted numerous other families 
with an unpleasant environment. 
We must therefore take a dim 
view of warping the public inter- 
ost merely because the sacred soil 
of Palo Alto is involved.

The make-up of emergency food 
supply kits, which state civilian 
defense officials suggest be made 
a part of every home’s emergency 
preparations, are now available 
at the Menlo Park Civil Defense 
office, it was announced this week 
by Mayor Charles P. Burgess, 
chairman of the city’s civilian de- 
fense council. 

“Tf there is an atomic attack on 
our cities there will be an imme- 
diate disruption of normal distri- 
bution of food,” the pamphlet 
points out. Uudamaged stocks in 
retail and wholesale outlets will 
be required for emergency feed- 
ing of the homeless. It may be sev- 
eral days before you can purchase 

foods and even then there may 
be strict rationing. 

“As part of your personal Civ- 

il Defense planning, you should 

have on hand at least a three- 

day supply of foods your family 
likes and eats regularly,” the 
document continues. 

Fuel and water cannot be count- 
ed upon in an emergency, the bro- 
chure points out.

“If foods are not purchased in 


cans, keep them in airtight con- 
tainers to protect against contam- 
ination. Containers may be alum- 
inum, iron, tin, plastic and heavi- 
ly waxed or plasticized cardboard. 

“Use the foods from your re- 
serve supply, but replace them,” 
the pamphlet continues. ‘Date 
each package when stocked. Only 
by keeping these foods moving will 
you be sure of having freshly-pur- 
chased foods on hand when you 
need them.” .
